It provides that 
any voter receiving, directly er indirectly, 
any money, property or other thing of 
value either bef ore or after casting his 
vote in consideration of his vote, or as 
pay for going to the alaotion, shall be 
iJeame 1 guilty of having been bribed, 
and, upon conviction, shall be diafran- 
cblsad for ton yaara. It aU» provides 
that any person receiving money, prop- 
erty, or any thing of value from a candi- 
date or from any one in the interest of 
any candidate to be used for the purpose 
of infiueneing any person to vote or not 
to vote shall al.so be deemed guilty to 
have been bribed, and is subject to the 
same penalty. Any candidate who ahall 
furnish money to infiuence elections 
shall, upon conviction, forfeit any office 
he may hold, aad ahall hadeiqaalifiad for 
ten years The paraoa bribing aad the 
person bribed shall ba a aompatont wit 
neaa againit any paraon for any violation 
of this act, and no witness shall be eZ' 
eased from teetifying, but bis testimony 
shall nal ba ow ap ataal m agiUaat him- 
self.
